This  ooine*  '  wot  of  blood,  nor  ul  tbe 
win  of  the  first),  nor  of  tbe  witt  of  men, 
but  of  God.''  Direct  from  the  Supreme 
Ruler,  It  wss  specifically  appointed  and  ee 
tublished  by  bis  wise  and  unfailing  law, 
forever  We  lament  tbe  deterioration  of 
character  b  has  suffered  iu  modern  times. 
It  is  evtdeot  that  home  government  and 
discipline  are  not  wlrat  they  used  to  be. 
W<  do  not  stop  to  inquire  iuto  the  cause  of 
this,  whether  ftom  the  Increasing  uolo- 
wanlness  of  “  Young  America,"  or  the 
natural  laxity  of  parents,!  training  arising 
from  increase  ul  domestic  cares  and  the 
imperious  requirements  of  business,  and 
other  circumstances,  attributable  to  the  ex 
acting  demands  of  this  progressive  age. 
Our  present  thought  is  to  consider  its  char¬ 
acter  and  coiiseiWirni  ea. 

The  flrwt  authority  and  control  experi 
cnced  by  the  individual  is  that  of  the  pa¬ 
rent  and  is  llie  sway  oi  love.  It  is  neces¬ 
sarily  arbitrary  and  dogmatic,  but  not 
there  lore  the  less  affectionate  and  beneficial 
It»  intrinsic  excellence  is  detcimined  by 
the  attributes  of  discretion,  wisdom,  saga¬ 
city,  patience,  self control,  Ac  ,  possessed 
by  the  parent.  This  is  not  the  rule  of  mo¬ 
ral  suasion,  but  of  ipas  dint,  not  of  reason 
iug  to  gain  the  voluntary  assent  of  the 
child,  but  qf  will,  enforced,  if  need  be,  by 
physical  compulsion.  It  acts  Under  a 
sense  of  moral  responsibility  and  dares  not 
shrink  from  ita  heaven  imposed  obligations 
Conscious  of  tlieir  eternal  accountability 
the  true  parents  would  not  evade  their 
high  trust,  but  carry  an  ever  present  con 
victinn  of  the  day  of  reckoning  when  they 
must  tender  an  account  of  iheirtteward 
ship, 

This  government  is  in  the  strictest  sense 
and  the  most  obvious  necessity,  despotic  ; 
hut  it  is  the  reign  of  instinctive  law  and 
of  natural  affection.  It  beholds  in  ita  sub¬ 
jects  a  reproduction  of  the  original  type 
of  sell,  and  an  opportunity  tocultivste  and 
improve  upon  the  model,  till  the  ideal  of 
lie  tuts  and  perfection,  cherished  through 
ail  the  tenth  Ties,  shall  at  length  be  reached 
Thus  tbe  theory  and  principle  of  parental 
government  is  set  forth.  But  there  are  to 
magy  short  comings  in  qualification  or  in 
practice,  that  the  deaiied  ends  are  seldom 
attained.  In  this  starting  point  of  human 
govern mrntthnu Id  be  laid  the  foundation 
for  all  modifications  and  varieties  of  or¬ 
ganized  control.  8ubn>iaaion,  respect, 
obedience,  arc  essenti/.l  qualities  in  tbe 
subject  of  whatever  government.  Unless 
there  l>e  inculcated  and  inwrought  into  the 
character  under  the  parental  roof,  it  will 
be  much  more  difficult  to  establish  them 
in  the  echool  room  and  the  state.  Indeed 
we  can  hardly  doubt  that,  if  parental 
training  and  discipline  were  more  judi 
cious,  vigorous  and  persistive,  young  men 
and  mature  persona,  would  more  heartily 
recognize  the  claims  of  all  "  the  powers

We  «To  believe  In  the  divine  right,  off m 


Kings,  and  of  Governors,  ot  Magistrates 
and  rulers,  of  teachers  and  of  parents. 
Government  in  its  various  spheres  of  juris¬ 
diction;  in.all  its  grades  of  position,  high 
or  subordinate ;  in  all  ita  ramifications  ot 
originul  or  delegated  authority,  is  entitled 
to  respect  and  even  reverence.  It  rightful¬ 
ly  demands  obedience  to  its  behests  prompt, 
unquestioning,  unconditional  obedience  ; 
tbis  is  essential  to  its  life  and  the  exercise 

of  ita  functions. - But — U — also  properly 

claims  ruppvrt- — a  cordial,  unqualified, 
cheerful  support;  this  is  necessary  to  its 
usefulness  and  efficiency. 

Wc  do  not  subscribe  to  the  dogma  that 
“  the  King  ran  do  no  wrong,"  nor  to  the 
principle  of  entnil  by  which  the  Govern 
mental  authority  and  power  are  held  to  be 
the  rightful  inheritance  of  the  chance  heir, 
irrespective  of  qualifications  of  mind  or 
fitness  of  character. 

The  source  of  all  authority  and  power 
and  government  is  in  God  — necessarily  and 
rightfully  in  God — the  Almighty  Creator 
and  upholder  of  all  thing*,  the  infinttely 
wise  and  merciful  Ruler.  R.  is  therefore 
well  said  by  tbe  inspired  word,  "The  Lord 
it  a  God  of  knowledge;  by  him  actions  are 
weighed.  Promotion  cotneth  neither 
from  the  Best,  nor  from  the  West,  nor 
from  tli*  South.  But  God  ia  the- Judge; 
He  pulteth  down  one,  and 'setteth  up  an 
other;  the  Lord  maketh  poor  and  maketh 
rich;  He  bringeth  low  and  lifteth  up;  He 
removeth  kings  and  aettetb  up  kings;  lie 
giveth  wisdom  unto  the  wise,  and  knowl¬ 
edge  to  "them  that  know  understanding." 

Government  it  at  the  foundation  of  law 
and  order;  it  ia  the  basis  of  internal  peace, 
social  stability  and  general  prosperity. 

Hence  anything  that  wifikmi  confidence 
in  the  government,  and  respect  for  ita  an- 


socicty  or  in  state,  and  would  be  un¬ 
speakably  happier  and  more  useful  in 
consequence. 

Disrespect,  dishonor,  disobedience  to 
parents  begets  evil  the  moment  it  is  in¬ 
dulged  and  tolerated,  and  ia  ominous 
of  ill  to  all  governmental  control  1 

Wc  have  been  led  into  these  reflections 
front  a  conviction  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
press  to  speak  forth  the  sentiments  of  so 


mical  to  the  best  interests  of  tbe  subjects 
and  opposed  lo  righteousness. 

Any  person  whose  language  and  influ 
ence  has  a  tendency  to  undermine  rightful 
authority,  or  withhold  aid  and  comfort 
from  the  legitimate  rulers,  ia  tha  worst  en 
emy  of  the  true  interests  ot  the  state,  the 
community,  the  family  and  thecltTxcu  tYe 
do  not  ace  how  these  principles  or  this-  po-' 
aitirm  ran  be  denied  by  intelligent  or  right 
minded  men,  and  our  conviction  la  that 
their  importance  cannot  Ik  overrated 
They  thonld  therefore  be  aaaiduously  in 
culcatcd  iu  ths  fohnatinn  and  training  of 
the  youthful  mind,  and  we  think  they 
should  be  strongly  asserted  and  exacted  in 
the  contrul  of  men 

Government  whether  of  the  home,  the 
school,  oe  tbe  atate,  being  In  every  eeee  es 
eential  to  order,  tranquility  end  other  hen 
eflrial  results,  is  no  child's  play  ;  it  is' 
fearful  responsibility  and  ot  far  reaching 
consequence*.  Chosen  in  tha  order  ot 
Providence  the  office  of  magistrate  u  dele 
gated  ley  the  Roler  o 4  the  universe,  **  The 
(lowers  that  lie  are  ordained  a f  God.”

—  An  hour's  call 
aluUt  flue  Public  School  produced  a  good 
impression  of  its  pn-seui  status  slid  futtirv 
promise  Usuallytthet<  are  some  500  pu¬ 
pils  distributed  among  ten  classes,  each 
with  its  own  teacher,  and  all  ander  the 
supervision  of  the  accomplished  Principal 
J.  Henry  Root,  A  M. 

The  building  ia  large,  pleasantly  situa¬ 
ted,  and  Well  appointed,  and  furnished 
with  all  the  uioat  approved  appliances  and 
conveniences  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
the  education  ul  our  children. 

The  order  was  excellent  and  general  in 
tereal  was  manifested  by  the  chjldreu. 
Our  conclusions  were  1st  tliat  the  teachers 
have  secured  the  respect  and  affection  of 
Ibetr  pupils  ,  2nd  that  the  qualifications 
snd  devotion  of  the  teachers  is  evident  ,  3d 
that  the  scholars  are  interested,  intelligent 
and  ambitious  .  4th  that  tbe  classes  gene¬ 
rally  are  making  solid  progress. 

These  are  not  »u|»eificiul  or  carc'csa  in 
ferenrof.  A  longer  examination  would 
have  improved  our  opportunity  of  judging, 
but  we  are  satisfied  Mint  our  conclusions 
are  quite  correct.  We  shall  hope  soon  to 
spend  a  longer  time  there,  and  will  per¬ 
haps  name  tbe  pupil  then  that  evidences 
tbe  greatest  general  improvement  in  each 
-class. 

It  is  gratifying- to  state  that  Mr.  John 
Sherman,  one  of  the  trustees,  is  much  inte¬ 
rested  in  tins  scbiol  and  mikes  it  a  point 
lo  visit  it  every  week. 

In  Central  Avenue,  (or  Broad  street  i  oa 
the  east  side,  the  walk*  were  well  freed, 
nnd  in  Kmnkli  ustreet,  also.  On  the  west 
side  of  Central  Avenue,  between  Liberty 
street  and  Btlleville  Avenue,  (except  in 
front  of  the  unoccupied  partouage,  and  of 
tbe  prospective  Libiary  site,  and  below) 
they  were  splendily  cleared.

It  was  built  by  J.  II  Platt,  of  Moulclbir, 
tor  rather  under  hit  direction!  at  a  great 
expense  It  got  in  debt  heavily  and  was 
sold  at  auction  in  1878.  and  bought  in  by 
the  National  Air  Line  Railroad  Company, 
and  from  them  it  waa  purchased  by  the 
present  corporation.  It  is  now  a  great 
through  Passenger  and  Freight  Railroad, 
leading  from  New  York  to  Chicago,  with 
eight  Express  trains  each  way,  daily,  allot 
which  atop  at  Montclair.
